installing a temporary radar sign. 

recommends at the intersection of Churchill Ave. and Endicott St. a stop sign with painted stop bar. 
recommends an advance warning on Churchill Ave. at the intersection of Wildwood St. before the stop sign traveling away 
from the High School along with stop bars painted on the road. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval asking the Town Manager to set up the first recommendation and instituting the second and 
third recommendations.

Article #35 

Mr. Maher reported to the Board that article #35 tightens up procedures of private way repair while giving a chance to 
reinvigorating a valuable program in Town. It will reduce the current 2/3 down amount to 1/3 down amount required of 
residents. The Town will borrow funds for remaining2/3 amount to be paid back over 5 years by the residents at a capped 
interest rate of 7%. Mr. Maher asked that unless he hears differently from the Board that it is incorporated into the 
Selectmen’s First Supplemental Report to Town Meeting for next Monday night. 

Mr. Greeley moved favorable action. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Article #41 

Mr. Maher recommended to the Board that they vote no action and keep options open. 

Mr. Maher felt that the sense of the Board was that to support trash fees at this time might lessen the chance of a 
successful override. 

Mr. Jamieson stated he understood the Board’s position but looks forward to working with the Board in the future. 

Ms. LaCourt wants the Board to revisit this discussion after the override in context of all other things in the budget and 
revenue stream.

Article #67 

Mr. Fischer spoke as a proponent saying aggregate health data is needed more from the Town as it is with private industry. 
The benefits of this warrant in collecting data includes: getting better info on epidemics, info that could help establish plans 
and programs that better fit Arlington, and finding additional funding sources for wellness things such as bike paths etc. 

Mr. Fischer asked the Board to support this article. Mr. Maher asked that a copy of the resolution be sent to him for 
review. The Board agreed to table this article until they see the resolution. Mrs. Mahon said she’d be in touch with Mr. 
Fischer regarding a Comcast cable show on this topic.

The Board agreed to table this until the next meeting 5.9.05. Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Maher to talk to the Superintendent 
regarding the meeting tomorrow night and report back.
